en by the powerful India congress 
to force England to pledge herself 
to Indian independence after the 
war. 


The congress, or nationalist party, 


under the leadership of Mohandas 
Ghandi, has adopted the extreme 
measure of calling on the eight pro- 
vincial governments which it con- 
trols to resign. Since the congress 
dominates all but three of the gov- 
ernments of British India, resigna- 
tions of eight would make pretty 
well a clean sweep. 


Presents Real Problem 


This political upheaval, coupled 


with the possibility 
of a further 


soviet effort to make India commu- 
nistic, presents a real problem to 
the mother country, which already 
has its hands full in the war with 
Herr Hitler. 


Every since communism establish- 


ed itself in Russia it has done its 
utmost to grow the "ism" in this na- 
tionalist soil with some 
success,

Actually the Russian ambition to 


dominate India isn't original with

czarist dream. And Afghanistan al- 
ways was regarded as the gateway 
to this mysterious land where the 
princes are so rich that money and 
ewels cease to have a meaning. 


For close to a century the British 


attitude toward the primitive coun- 
ry of Afghanistan has been con- 
rolled by the relation of that coun- 
:ry to a possible invasion of India 
by Russia. In order to prevent Af- 
ghanistan from falling under czar- 
.st influence the Afghan wars of 
1838 and 1878 were waged. 


Anglo-Afghan relations now are 


cordial and Afghanistan is generally 
egarded as lying within the Brit- 
sh sphere of influence. 


Penetrated Afghanistan 


Some 15 years ago the Bolshevists 


did undertake penetration of Af- 
ghanistan. The British charge that 
the purpose of this was to make it 


has been militarized in very recent 
years until it is difficult to visual- 
ize an enemy getting through. 


Opposite the other gateway the 


British have created a great mili- 
tary station at Quetta. This is one 
of the most important strategic po- 


i sitions of the world, and many mil- 
itary experts say it blocks any pass- 
age into India here.

British viewpoint would lie in the 
possible spread of communism at a 
moment when there is strong agita- 
tion for self-government in British 
India, which is the portion distinct 
from that governed by the native 
princes. 


Naturally in a country the size of 


India, with its population of more 
than 350,000,000. there is a certain 
amount of sedition knocking about. 
Because of this the government of 
India has built up one of the most 
extensive secret service networks 
the world has known.

It was with the coming of the 
low-wheeled "safety." the type the present gen- 
eration knows, that the bicycle craze really 
took hold. 


The automobile has taken bows for making 


America Good Roads conscious, but the bicycle 
actually started it. With tens-of thousands of 
people "riding bikes, the demand for surfaces 
smoother than bumpity cobblestones grew 
loud, and asphalt pavements were the answer. 
On weekends and holidays the streams of cy- 
clists were not unlike the present processions 
of automobiles. The Park Department created 
new recreation centers sufficiently distant from 
the population centers to make cycling to them 
a pleasant holiday. The bicycle can take much 
of the credit for the establishment of the Bronx. 
Pelham Bay and Van Cortlandt parks; and 
Riverside Drive bloomed with the soft head- 
lights of the pedal-powered machines. Few- 
people remember thai Alfred E. Smith's firn 
bid for public notice was as the "Coaster King."

This week and next, I am going 


to tell facts 
about small 
coun- 


tries of Europe. These countries 
have been "in the news"_ during 
recent weeks, and people have been 
wondering how many of them will 
keep their freedom. 


Perhaps we should not call Nor- 


way a "small" country, 
since it 


contains 124,000 square miles 
ot 


land, but it is small in population. 
Though it has a larger area than 
Great Britain, it is the home of 
only 2,800,000 people. In -all Nor- 
way, there are not so many people 
as in the city of Chicago. 


There was a time when Norway 


contained 30 little kingdoms. That 
was early in the Age of Vikings. 
In the year 872, a single man won 
power over the whole country. He 
is known in 'history as King Har- 
old the Fairhaired. 


A grandson of King Harold lat- 


er held the throne, and was call- 
ed Haakon the Good. 


Another king, named Olaf, lived 


in the time of Leif Ericson. Olaf 
did a great deal to turn Norway 
into a Christian country. Now he 
is known as St. Olaf, the patron 
saint of Norway. 


In 1397, Norway joined 
Sweden 


and Denmark in a union of the 
three countries. 
Their ruler was 


Queen Margaret of Denmark. 


Sweden left 
union 125 
years 


later, but Norway and 
Denmark 


were united for more than 
four 


centuries. They did not part com- 
pany until a'fter the wars of Na- 
poleon. Then Norway was "hand- 
ed over'' to Sweden by a treaty 
of peace. 


In 1905 Norway declared her in- 


dependence from Sweden. We have 
good reason to honor Sweden for 
agreeing to the change peacefully. 
The rulers of Sweden were sorry 
to lose Norway, but felt that the 
Norwegians had the right to de- 
cide the question for themselves. 


Most people in Norway live on 


or near the seacoast. 
Fishing 
is 


an important industry, 
and Nor- 


wegian fishermen haul in an aver- 
age of a million tons of fish each 
year. 


Forests give the country wealth, 


and lumber is exported in 
large 


amounts. Norway has ranked from 
fourth to sixth among the world's 
countries in the size of her mer- 
chant marine. 
Sad to say, sub- 


marines have proved a great dan- 
ger to her ships in time of war. 
During the 
World war. 
German 


submarines and mines sank 
831 


Norwegian vessels. In 
the 
first 


few weeks of the 1939 war. sub- 
marines began sinking Norwegian 
vessels, as well as those of Sweden, 
Denmark and other nations.

If you want to be popular around a 
bowlingr alley, don't wear shoes so equipped. Timing suffers and so do 
scores. Bowling: shoes, of course, are preferable but street shoes with 
crepe or leather soles and heels are acceptable.

gold standard in the world, what- 
ever is in store lor us on account of , 
America's extraordinary accumula- 
tion of yellow metal -will happen 
anyway, because ive have an ex- 
cessive share already. The war, 
merely means the United Stales 
will gather in whatever gold tne 
world has left that is not already 
buried in Kentucky. Some day, 
America may assist 
in the redis- 


tribution of gold throughout the 
world by a system of lending to 
foreign countries. If this should be 
forbidden by laws of the -Johnson 
act type, it may well be that gold 
•will then fall m price through non- 
use, and concei\-ably in the next 
decade v. e may see 25*em collars 
until world trade revives and in- 
creased goid production gives for- 
eign countries once more a s>ze- 
able proportion of the world's sup- 
ply to make it u?eable a? a stand- 
ard.
